LAIM OI} INDUSTRY 
CARRIES TAX BURDEN 


The cumulative taxation on the oil 
industry, the most heavily taxed of 
all the great industries, has reached 
the stage where it has affected the 
ability of some units, particularly the 
independents, ‘to expand their opera- 
tions, and to meet the increasing de-: 
mand for petroleum. products. 
There is a.tax, sometimes two or 
more, on every phase of their busi- 
ness, on what they sell, and on every- 
thing they buy. What they buy costs 
more because of increased taxation 
on businesses which supply the oil 
industry. 
As an example také the case of 
Texas. Instead of oil being taxed 
2% per cent of its sale value, as pop- 
ularly supposed, the average barrel 
of oil produced in the State carries a 
direct tax load of 8.5 cents. In 45 


counties the average state and county | - 


tax is 10.9 cents and in 20 counties 
it ranges from. 11 to 14.7 cents a bar- 
rel. This is because of the system of 
multiple taxes levied by the state, 
counties, school districts, and other 


subdivisions. More than a dozen dif- |. 


ferent kinds of taxes are levied on the 
lproduction of oil. ~ ' 


Gasoline is being retailed in Texas 
today for. the same price as 15 years 
ago when crude was $2.50 a barrel. 
The producer is now getting™50 per 
cent less for his crude ‘but taxes eat 
up the differenée. ‘ 

The oil industry has carried the 
increased cost of labor, which was’ al- 
ready shown above the average, great- 
er outlay for material and supplies, 
and the mounting multiplicity of tax- 
es.. This handicap cannot be: carried 
indefinitely.—Cont.
